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PREFACE. 



The following work is the result of searches into the 
records of several Ecclesiastical Courts, commenced 
nearly two years since, when I had the honour to be 
appointed to the Archdeaconry of St. Alban's.. At 
that time, what I may be 'allowed to term the Law 
of Church Repair was involved in obscurity. It was 
acknowledged, that it belonged to the Archdeacon's 
office to give orders to the churchwardens for the 
repair of parish churches, and the providing orna- 
ments necessary for the performance of public 
worship ; but it was still to be discovered by what 
legal process an order so made could be enforced, 
and there were not wanting those who argued, that 
such an order could not be enforced without the 
consent of the parishioners. During the whole 
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of the century last past, and until the last few years, 
no public opposition had been made to the making 
of Church-rates : parishioners willingly repaired their 
churches, and provided all the necessaries for public 
worship, which the Rubrics of the Common Prayer 
and the Canons enjoined. The Ecclesiastical Courts 
had therefore little else to do, in the administration 
of Church-rate Law, except to take cognizance of 
suits for subtraction of rate against individuals, who 
for various reasons refused to pay the smns assessed 
upon them in rates made by a majority of the pa- 
rishioners in vestry assembled. When, therefore, a 
state of things apparently novel took place, and 
parishioners, by formal votes of vestry, refused to 
repair their churches, it cannot be denied, that the 
Ecclesiastical Courts were involved in great difficulty. 
The traditional knowledge of a century hardly 
sufficed to meet the emergency, the known pre- 
cedents applicable to the case being not only too few 
to allow a decided course of practice to be based 
upon them, but being in themselves of doubtful, if 
not of disputed, authority. 

The station to which I had been called, made me 
feel deeply interested in the solution of the question. 
How could parishioners be compelled to repair their 
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churches? It occurred to me, that though oppo- 
sition to Church-rates had never for a whole century 
taken place, it would be something little short of a 
miracle in legal history, if it had never been necessary 
for Bishops and Archdeacons in any case to compel 
parishioners to do their duty; and I thought it 
probable, that if the Act-books of the Ecclesiastical 
Courts, from the time of the Reformation to the 
eighteenth century, were duly examined, some light 
would not fitil to be thrown by them upon a subject, 
which a long continuance of religious peace had 
rendered difficult and obscure. I accordingly under- 
took to make such a search, and I happily derived, 
from the Registrai"S of the Archdeaconries of Lewes 
and St. Alban's, and from the Deputy Registrar of 
the Diocese of London, that assistance, without which 
the attempt would have totally failed. 

This work will be found to comprise a series of 
precedents, from the year 1557 to the year 1736, 
illustrating in various ways the nature of the office of 
Churchwarden, and the authority of the Ecclesiastical 
Courts. I am not aware that any similar proceed- 
ings of Ecclesiastical Courts have ever been printed, 
except the abstract of the Metropolitical Visitation, 
made by Cardinal Pole, of the Diocese of Lincoln, 
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which is given in the Appendix (Numb. LI.) to 
Vol. in. of Strype's Memorials of the Reformation. 

As respects the power to enforce the repair of a 
church, when the parishioners refuse to perform that 
duty, I venture to express the opinion, that the 
precedents here published vrill satisfactorily prove, 
that when the necessity of repairing a church, or of 
providing the necessary ornaments for divine worship, 
according to the rites of the Church of England, 
has been proved by presentment, either in the Con- 
sistory Court of the diocese, or before the Bishop or 
Archdeacon, or their Officials, or Surrogates, at their 
visitations judidaliter sedentes^ the Ecclesiastical 
Judge in such a case, whether Bishop, Archdeacon, 
Official, or Surrogate, has power to authorize and 
command the Churchwardens to call a meeting of 
the parishioners, and at that meeting to make a rate, 
or cause it to be made, with or without the consent 
of a majority of the parishioners. 

Whether this conclusion be good in law, is a 
question which will probably come before the 
Courts in Westminster Hall; in the meantime 
I may be allowed to state, with all deference, 
my opinion, that no known proceedings of the 
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Common Law Courts at all invalidate the conclusion, 
that such a power still belongs to the Eccle* 
siastical Courts ; and that for the following reasons : 
Firsts Because it does not appear that the Common 
Law Courts have ever had occasion to ent^ertain 
a case in which the questions have been raised, 
whether the Court Christian has or has not the 
power to command the churchwardens and the 
parishioners to make a rate in vestry; and whether 
a rate then made by churchwardens, in obedience to 
such command, the whole of the parishioners present, 
or a majority of them, refusing to consent, be or be 
not a valid rate. Secondly, Because the maxim that 
the Court Christian cannot make a rate, does not 
negative the idea, that the Court Christian may

have the power to order a rate to be made ; it being 
not less true of the Common Law Courts, that they 
cannot make a rate, in cases where they have the 
power to command rates to be made. Thirdly, 
Because the judgments pronounced in the Common 
Law Courts, upon the illegality of rates made by 
virtue of a commission, granted by the Bishop and 
his Chancellor to certain persons to make a rate, do 
not apply to the present question, such a commission 
being in feet extrarjudicial, and not being part of a 
decree made in a cause of office against the church- 
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wardens, as part of the proceedings in the cause. 
Fourthly, Because the judgment recently given in the 
Exchequer Chamber in the Braintree case, which 
pronounces, that when parishioners refused in vestry 
to make a rate, ahd the churchwardens, three days 
subsequently, without again calling a vestry, made 
a rate in the vestry room, the rate so made is 
illegal, as it in no way affects the power of the Court 
Christian to command the making a rate, neither 
does it declare, that if the churchwardens at the 
vestry, instead of three days after, had made the 
rate, such a rate would not have been valid. 

On the contrary, that decision seems to intimate^ 
that the duty of Church repair is so strongly bound 
upon the inhabitants by the Common law, that a rate 
for that purpose might be valid^even when made by the 
churchwardens and a minority at a vestry assembled. 
I apprehend, however, that a rate made by a minority, 
in compliance with the monition of the Ordinary to 
the churchwardens ; and a rate made by a minority 
in fulfilment of this Common-law duty, without such 
previous monition, would differ in this particular: 
that, whereas the former rate would need no sub- 
sequent confirmation by the Ecclesiastical Court, the 
latter rate would stand in need of such confirmation, 
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in order to give to the majority the power of 
satisfying the Ecclesiastical Judge on the validity of 
their objection, and their grounds of dissent from the 
minority. Whilst, hovrever, I am bound to leave it 
to others, both to interpret the law of Church-rate, 
and to draw the proper legal conclusions from the 
present work, I cannot conceal the satisfaction which 
I have derived from the conviction, that the present 
work establishes by legal documents and official 
records, the correctness of the statement which 
Bishop Gibson made (in p. 82 of his work on Pa- 
rochial and Greneral Visitations, and afterwards 
repeated at p. 966 of the Codex,) respecting the 
ordinary practice of the Ecclesiastical Courts in his 
time ; that " in any point which concerns the repairs 
or ornaments of churches, or the providing conve- 
niences of any kind for the service of God, when-* 
ever such defects are presented, the spiritual judge, 
immediately and of course, enjoins the church- 
warden presenting, to see the defect, whatever it is, 
made good according to law, and supports him in 
repaying himself by a legal and reasonable rsLte upon 
the parish." 

I have traced the exercise of the power thus 
described, as far back as to the period immediately 
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succeeding the Reformation. Of the validity of 
this power there can be therefore little doubt, 
although in the lapse of a century the mode of 
carrying it into practice had been almost forgotten, 
the peaceful state of society not demanding the 
exercise of it. 



It is due to myself to state, that I did not deter- 
mine to commit this collection of precedents to the 
press, until, having had occasion to submit a portion 
of them to those who were far better able than 
myself to estimate their value, I was assured that the 
publication was in every way to be desired, as likely 
to afford information upon points, which, from the 
want of it, were imperfectly understood, not only in 
the Ecclesiastical, but also in the Common Law 
courts. 



It being desirable that the work should exhibit the 
extracts from the Act-Books belonging to the courts 
of the Diocese of London in a form as nearly as pos- 
sible corresponding with the original documents, 
the abbreviations and orthography of the manuscript 
books have been generally preserved. Some delay has 
been thus occasioned in getting the work through the 
press; but the inconvenience has been more than coun- 
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terbalanced, by the opportunity which it has afforded 
me of examining the Visitation-Books of the Arch- 
deaconry of M iddlesexy and discovering in them pre- 
cedents, which appear to me doubly valuable, not 
only on account of .their comparatively recent date, 
but also because they may tend to modify those doc- 
trines relative to the illegality of rates to reimiburse 
churchwardens, which have been broached of late 
years, and which, if strictly carried out into practice, 
would render it almost impossible for a Churchwar- 
den to do the duty, which the law has attached to his 
office. 



It might perhaps be expected, that I should have 
availed myself of the opportunity^ which this Preface 
affords, to explain in detail, the course which the 
Ordinaries, Churchwardens, or Parishioners should 
take, in order to the making a Church-rate in a legal 
manner, in cases where the majority of the voters 
assembled in vestry are opposed to the making a 
necessary rate. I have abstained from so doing for 
several reasons. Even were I competent to the task, 
it would be unbecoming in me to usurp the place of 
those, who have been regularly trained to legal studies. 
Indeed, I should most deeply regret even the appear- 
ance of obtruding myself beyond the sphere of my 
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Office and profession. And I should be sorry if the 
present work were regarded in any other light, than 
as an elucidation of one particular branch of English 
Jurisprudence by one of the simplest methods, refer- 
ence to the annals of those Courts, to which the cog- 
nizance of the duty of Church repair is intrusted by 
the Constitution of our country.

I cannot cojiclude this Preface without expressing 
a hope that this publication may be the means of 
bringing into notice a body of records too much ne^ 
glected; the Act-Books of the Episcopal and Archi- 
diaconal Courts throughout the kingdom. Whatever 
pdns or expense it may cost to decipher them* will 
be more than repaid by the light which they throw 
upon the state of society in general, the nature of 
Church discipline, and the methods by which it was 
enforced, both upon the clergy and laity, during 
the whole of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 
The Act-Books of the Archdeaconries can alone de- 
fine what that " full and equal jurisdiction" is, which 
has been confirmed and restored, " any usage to the 
contrary notwithstanding," to all Archdeacons

I have thoroughly examined the valuable series of 
Act-Books belonging to the archdeaconry of St. 
Alban's, and which commences in 1513 ; and, during 
the course of my inquiries, similar records have come 
under my notice. They have left upon my mind a 
strong impression, that in the simple forms of the 
Archidiaconal Courts, the most effective methods 
would be found for correcting criminous or irregular 
clerks; and that the reform of the Ecclesiastical 
Courts, which is now said to be under the considera- 
tion of the highest authorities, would be best effected, 
not by destroying all local jurisdictions, but by regu- 
lating or limiting their proceedings, and especially by 
enforcing the ancient orders, which required that 
copies of wills should be sent to the chief court of 
the Diocese from all inferior jurisdictions.
